Employers Need Not 


Furnish Artificial Limbs or 


Glass Eyes to Injured 


Employes. 


False limbs and eyes for injured 


employes are not required to be 
furnished by employers under the 
state compensation law, according 
to a rather reluctant interpretation 
by Commissioner Frye. His deci- 
sion is supported by an opinion 
from the attorney general's office 
which says the department can 
find no law making it the duty of 
the employer to furnish artificial 
limbs or glass eyes to injured em- 
ployes. 
Commissioner Frye has decided 


in the case of Charles A. Franks 
against the Nebraska Gas & Elec- 
tric company of York that the 
claim of the emlpye for an artifi- 
cial limb must be disallowed. 
It 


has been alleged that such a limb 
is a part ot medical and hospital 
service which employers are re- 
quired to furnish, the same as fur- 
nishing a splint or crutches and 
glass eye. Some corporations have 
been furnishing such supplies to 
injured employes. 


Franks was a shift engineer in 


a plant at York when he bumped 
bis knee against the stoker head 
while firing, the room being full of 
steam so as to obscure his vision. 
Tbe injured lee was amputated. 
Commissioner Frye says the fur- 
nishing of an artificial limb is a 
kindly act but that it is not re- 
quired by law and be cannot ready 
anything into the law. He does not 
believe the legislature 
intended 


artificial limts to be furnished or 
the statute would say so. In Con- 
necticut where compensation is 
less than in Nebraska arti'iHal 
limr's are rriuir^d to be furnished.

BARTON 


iHOOSINCJ wall paper for the 


home is a difficult task for the 
novice when it milst be done 


•Without tha aid or advice of an in- 
terior decorator or some one who has 
had valuable experience along these 
lines. 


There are many things to be taken 


into consideration, among them the 
'urnishings, the light by day and by 
night, the size ot the rooms and, of 
course, the amount of money avail- 
able for the work. 
The halls, al-

What You Should Know 
About "Raynaud's Disease'

FRIEND of mine has just returned from 
Budapest, where he spent several months |j 
studying in the hospitals. He brought back 


a sheaf of interesting photographs. 
One of them 


was a striking picture of what is called "Eaynaud's 
disease." 


This photograph showed both hands of an unfor- 


tunate person, with the ends of all ten fingers black 
and shrivelled to the first joint or farther. It was 
as if the fingers had been thrust into a shallow pan 
of some sort of acid, with blackening and shrivelling 
of the tissues as a result. 


This pictured an extreme and rare example of what happens in 


Raynaud's 
disease. 
Fortunately,"^ •——— 


there are comparatively few cases 
and so bad a case as I have described 
will

physicians. 


It is not uncommon to meet Tier- 


sons who have the disease in very 
mild form. 
For instance, in cold 


weather one of your fingers may be 
red, 
another bluish in color and the 


linger 
white. 


between may be perfectly 
Sometimes the tips of the 


ears or the end of the nose may get 
very white in.weather that is cold 
but not freezing. 


Usually the reaction from this ex- 


cessive paleness is painful. The part 
becomes red and it feels hot. Then 
it turns bluish in color and may re- 
main so for a few days, being painful 
all the time. 


Chilblains may be a mild form of 


Raynaud's disease. 
Usually the 


trouble never amounts to anything 
except to produce the 
annoying 


symptoms of this common ailment. 


In rare cases of Raynaud's disease 


the end of a finger may drop off. In 
a very severe attack, a bit of the "top 
of the ear or the top of the tip end 
of the nose may be lost. 


It is a disease due to some dis- 


turbance of the nervous system. 
In 


consequence the blood-vessels are 
contracted just as they are in frost 
bite. This causes the skin and deeper 
tissues to suffer from want of blood. 
If the contraction continues the part 
will die just as it would if a string 
were tied around it. 


Eaynaud's disease is not identical 


with gangrene due to old age or to 
diabetes. 
It comes in younger per- 


sons and is unassociated with other 
conditions. 


Massage and electricity are help- 


ful. 
Another method of treatment is 


to apply a tight, elastic bandage 
around the affected part. This is left 
a little while and then released. The 
rush of blood into the extremity may 
overcome the construction.

State Tax Commissioner Smith 


has received notice from the Mis- 
souri Pacific 
Railroad

junction in federal court at Omaha 
with an order permitting it to pay

The 
Burlington road is paying 75 per 
cent of its taxes under an order 
of the federal court. It is said the 
Northwestern is paying 70 per cent 
and the M. & O. road 60 per cent. 
The Union Pacific road has paid in 
tull.

Sheep Men Made Hundreds of 


Thousands by Following Plan 


Adopted of Furnishing 


Advance Information. 


Commissioner H. G. Taylor, who 


Is chairman of the regional board 
for the five states of which Ne- 
braska is one, is back from a 
meeting at Cheyenne which dis- 
cussed at length measures) for a 
better stabilization of cattle and 
hog movements to market. 
Pre- 


liminary steps were taken that it 
is believed will bring to this indus- 
try the same excellent results that 
followed the application of a plan 
adopted at a previous meeting 
with reference to sheep move- 
ments. 


The sheep men are better or- 


ganized than the cattlemen, and 
this made it easier to reach them 
thru their organization secretaries 
with advance information as to 
prices and supplies on the various 
market, with the result that both 
wool and mutton were marketed in 
so orderly a manner that prices 
were maintained at a satisfactory 
level and put hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars in the growers' 
pockets. 


The number of cattlemen 
is 


much greater and they are not well 
organized. This makes the prob- 
lem of getting information to them 


j so that they will not 
glut 
the 


markets and force down prices on 
' themselves much more difficult. 
Several plans have been urged, one 
being to furnish agents so that 
they may advise local shippers to 
their advantage. 
The evil effects 


of indiscriminate movements were 
illustrated by a recent exprience 
at the Denver market, where the 
Rio Grande brought in 483 cars 
in one day, breaking the market 
and costing growers heavily. Th* 
next day it had but twenty-three 
cars to handle. 


The railroads are anxious to help 


the orderly marketing movement, 
as a glut one day costs 
them 


heavily in overtime pay for work- 
ers and disturbs the available sup- 
ply of cars for all demands, one 
day a hundred of cars being de- 
sired and another day few, if any. 


Reports were that the transpor- 


tation situation is excellent, with 
cars weir distributed and equal to 
all demands. Railroad men present 
predicted that 1925 would see the 
greatest traffic movement of all 
time, and a car shortage is among 
the possibilities. It was decided to 
add a committee of bankers to the 
regional committee. Orderly mar- 
keting involves 
credit 
arrange- 


ments, and the bankers' presence 
is desired so that they may fully 
understand the problem. 
Steps 


were taken to better educate the 
public on the work of the com- 
mittee. 


Some fifty or sixty shippers from 


the five states were present, along 
with an equal number of railroad 
men. Sentiment was expressed thai 
in ofder to facilitate the attend- 
ance of shippers convention rates 
should be given. 


Commissioner Randall, who at- 


tended as a spectator desirous of 
getting in touch with what is being 
done, is enthusiastic over the pos- 
sibilities of helpfulness that the 
committee 
and its stabilization 


plans promise. As a shipper of cat- 
tle for years he is familiar with 
the problems of marketing, and be- 
lieves that plans for orderly mar- 
keting will shortly be worked out 
in the movements of various farm 
products.
